SCORE OF PERSONS ARE BE­ 
LIEVED TO HAVE M ET DEATH 


Register of Omaha Hotel is Lost in 


th e Flames a n d the Names o f 


Those Burned Will Never be Known 


Old Builbing was Fire Trap. 


OMAHA, NEB., F E B . 28— A score 
of bodies— perhaps 
more, 
hardly 
less— are believed to lie tonight be­ 
n e a th the debris of the fire which 
ea rly this morning 
destroyed 
the 
General 
Dewey hotel at T enth and Farnarn 
streets. 
Ceaseless toil during the 
day and late into t ho night of fire­ 
m en and oth er city employes failed 
to reveal the bodies of the guests of 
tilt little hostelry 
who 
lost 
their 
lives. 
Estimates of the num ber oj 
vic tim s which ran 
as 
high as 75 
dwindled during tho day to as low 
as ten or a dozen, bu t all indications 
to n ig h t were that at least a score 
an d possibly more persons lost their 
lives in the fire. 
R egister is l.osL 
T he register of the hotel so far 
33 is known was lost in the fire and 
th e names of those who died in the 
flames 
will 
probably 
never 
be 
k now n. 
Tonight only four bodies of 
victims had been recovered. These 
w ere those of persons who 
either 
ju m p e d from open window s or who 
died from exposure or injuries. They 
w ere: 
Charles Cum mings, a bartender. 
Unidentified man. 
Mrs. Alice Bonnevue, 
sister 
of 
Mrs. C. E. Wilkins, wife of the pro­ 
p rieto r of the hotel. 
Charles Beverly, em ployed by a 
local commission firm. 
C u m m in g s’ b rother arrived In the 
city this morning from Pittsburgh 
to visit him, only to le arn 
of 
his 
tragic death 
C u m m in g s

walk, his head and body being badly 
crushed. 
Building An Did Due. 
T h e fire occurred ut an hour when 
few persons were in th e vicinity and 
t h e interior of th e building 
which 
was an old one. was a m ass of flames 
before the firemen arrived. 
Not less 
th a n 250 persons were sleeping in Are 
building at the tim e an d estimates of 
th e num ber are as high as 75. 
At 
least 30 are known to have made 
t h e ir escape from 
th e 
struct V fl- 
M any were scantily clad. They ran 
t o nearby re s t a u r a n t s 
and 
drug 
sto r e s where they w ere cared for 
until taken either to t h e Emergency 
hospital or to o th e r hotels. 
About a third of the guests werO 
N ebraskans who h ad come to the 
city to attend the a u to m o b ile show. 
Most of these had ro o m s near \ 
two exits and so far as known all 
escaped to the street alth ough most 
o f them lost 
th e ir 
clothing and 
valuables and several received more 
or lese serious injuries. 
Owing to 
t h e 
Inflammable 
n a t u r e of the in­ 
terio r the fire was so intense that 
firemen did nor get th e flames un 
d e r control for se v eral hours after 
it started. 
When th ey finally were 
ab le enter the s t r u c t u r e it had been 
g u tte d and the e n t i r e interior had 
collapsed and fallen into the base­ 
men i. 
Here, b e n e a th hundreds of 
to ns of debris to n ig h t lie the dead 
bodies of the victims a n d It may r» 
q u ir e two days to r e m o v e them from 
th e death cellar. 
C m ii this debris 
h a s been removed th e exact number 
of dead will! not be kn o w n . 
No Bodies Recovered. 
At a late hour tonight no bodies 
had been recovered from the ruins. 
It is not expected any of them will 
be unearthed by m o rn in g .

Nor, would it appear to have been 
on account of the pressure or com pe­ 
tition, for a t the date of th e dis­ 
continuance of this school, only one 
other, R ush Medical college in Chi­ 
cago, had been established in the 
state.
